The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the . 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
As claimed and disclosed, claim 1 , which is specific to the embodiment as shown in 
figure 1 , calls for a base plate (6 in figure 1) with an inlet hole 8 and an outlet hole 9 with 
a slide valve 13 having a single hole 14 for opening either the inlet 8 or the outlet 9 
wherein when in the dispensing position air is supposed to enter through 51, 52 and 
blow powder from container 17, 21 up through the outlet 9 and outlet pipe 26. However, 
there is only one disclosed and claimed through hole in the slide valve, through hole 14. 
When 14 is placed below 9 the right side of the slide valve will be directly over 17, 21 
and below 8 and will be blocking 17, 21. As shown, disclosed and claimed, there is no 
connection between outlet 9, 26 and the powder container 17, 21 when the slide valve 
13 is in the left position with hole 14 under outlet 9. Without a path between 9 and 21 
when the slide valve 13 is in the left position, powder cannot exit into the outlet duct 26 
and the device does not appear to be operable. 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 1 , "powder" 
is misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kondo teaches another powder dispenser with a slide valve nad 
measuring container. Green et al., teaches a telescoping measurement container. 

5. Claim 2, which is specific to the embodiment shown in figure 4, is allowed. The 
prior art of record does not teach a powder metering apparatus that includes a valve for 
an inlet into a variable capacity metering container, a porous body on the lower section 
of the metering container that allows gas to pass through but not powder, wherein the 
porous body can be opened and closed to open and close a lower discharge port and 
when the porous body is in the closed position, there is a horizontal outlet with an 
upward discharge pipe for powder on an upper side of the metering container.
